In transferring to Gen. Leonard Wood 


the duties and responsibilities of tbe

Without th 
semblance of civil government, you hav 
now a complete organization.- You 
municipal and provincial government 
are all in the hands of your own citizens 
The military control is purely advisor 
and supervisory. Many of your law 
bave been modified and changed to sui 
the times in which you live, as well at 
in the interests of good government 
Your courts have been reorganized an 
are in operation. Peace reigns and law 
and order rule. By your own indnstr 
and by a careful observance of thes 
conditions the full restoration of you 
social affairs and prosperity is assured.

THE WHITE HOUSE. 


A 
Bill lo Enlarge II Introduced by Senate- 


Cullom. 


From time to time suggestions have been 


made to enlarge and otherwise improve 
bhe White House, and a bill having tha 
end in view has been introduced by Sena 
tor Cnllom. The reason given for tbe pro 
posed enlargement is that the Presidentia 
mansion has become in effect a busines 
office for the Executive, and that the head 
of this great nation has been forced b; 
the encroachments of bis clerical force intc 
narrower living quarters than most well 
to-do private citizens would be content to 
occupy. 


Plans for the additions have been pre 


pared by Colonel Bingham, Superinten 
dent of Public Buildings, at tbe request o 
Senator Cullom and by authority of Presi 
dent McKinley, before whom they will be 
laid for final revision. After he has appro 
ved of them tbey will be submitted to 
Congress, and it is expected that some defi 
nite action will be taken in the matter 
within the next three months. 


Tbe proposed additions comprise two 


wings, one of which will be occupied 
chiefly by the state dining room, while the 
other will contain tbe executive offices 
The details of tbe plan have not yet been 
given to tbe public, but it is said on excel 
lent authority that the proposed state din- 
ing room will, when completed, be one o 
the most beautiful apartments in tbe 
world. As for the cost of these two winga, 
t is estimated that an appropriation of 
>250,000 will suffice to cover all expenses. 


That the White House ought to be en- 


arged has long been the opinion of many 
persons. Tbe Chief Magistrate of the Na- 
tion, tbey maintain, ought to have ample 
room for all purposes in his official resi- 
dence, and yet President McKinley has 
not enough room in the White House as 
t is at present. This lack of accommoda- 
ion, 
it is said, is especially noticeable 


whenever there are Cabinet meetings. 
There were formerly only four Cabinet 
members, whereas now there are eight, 
and as there has been no increase in ac- 
iotnmodation the present Cabinet finds it- 
elf sadly in need of room. 
The apart- 


ment in which theia meetings are held, 
m Tuesdays and Fridays, adjoins the 
'resident's private office and is of very 
moderate size, about half of it being occu- 
>ied by a long mahogany table at which 
he members sit.

MERCANTILE TAXES. 


The merchants will flnd many radical 


changes in the matter of mercantile taxes 
the coining year, when the provisions of 
the new mercantile tax bill pasaed by the 
legislature, juat prior to the adjournment 
f that body, will be enfoiced for the first 
time. 


Under the old act of assembly, which 


aaa been in force many years, only those 
whose annual sales amounted to $1000 or 
over were subject to the payment of a tax, 
but under tbe new bill, there will be no 
exemption whatever. 
Every man or 


woman engaged in business, 
no matter 


how small their sales may be, will be com- 
pelled to pay tax on the sjme. 


The change is a sweeping one, and as a 


consequence will add largely to the work 
of the mercantile appraisers. Blanks will 
be printed, a copy of which will be given 
to eaa)h individual, firm or corporation en- 
gaged in business iu the county, and each 
will be required to state thereon the whole 
olume of business which has been trans- 


acted during the preceeding year, that 
being the basis upon which each license 
will be rated.

GETTYSBURG-CHAMBERSBURG TROLLEY. 
A writer to the Chambersburg Public 


Opinion says : 


I have read with much pleaauie and in- 


terest your advocacy of a trolley line be- 
tween Chambersburg and Gettysburg, and 
the many letters received from various 
correspondents, all o! whom gave, in my 
opinion, good and sufficient reasons why 
thia enterprise should have the confidence 
and co-operation of all public spirited cit- 
izens. 


There ia one point, however, in connec- 


tion with this subject, so far aa I have ob- 
served, which has not been sufficiently em 
pbasized, and that is the increase of busi- 
ness activity which must neceaaarily re- 
sult from additional and more convenient 
facilities for travel. The history of the 
growth aud development of every city and 
town in tbe conotiy will demonstrate their 
Jependence upon increased and improv- 
ed opportunities for traveling to or through 
them. 


The first indication o! life is motion in 


some form, and this is followed in tbe 
commercial world usually by an indus- 
trial effort more or less positive and per- 
sistent according to facilitiea for observa- 
tion and contraat. And right here, let it 
not be forgotten that traveling and at 
times even vieiting among those who are 
not "ery distant neighbors, ia more of a 
babit than is generally supposed, and any 
means of making travel easy and quick, 
for business people, or of bringing this 
fact frequently and plainly to their notice, 
as a trolley line passing by or near them 
undoubtly would, must encourage and 
sist them to move around a little more. 


This has b«en the experience of other 


places ; why should Cbambersbnrg be an 
exception? We all know what tbe tele- 
phone has done for quick communication 
between individuals, and bow the bicycle 
haa improved messenger service of al 
kinds; one step further and we bave, in 
the trolley, improved facilities for person- 
al interviews witb tbe least possible loss 
of time, between those more or loss widely 
separated and busily occupied.

Meeting of Town Council. 


An adjourned session of tbe Town Coun- 


cil was held last Tuesday evening for the 
purpose ot finally disposing of tbe recom- 
mendations of tbe Finance Committee 
with reference to the issuing af Borough 
bonds. Six members were present, the 
absentees being Messrs. Buehler, Garviii, 
and Tawney. 


The subject waa fully discussed by the 


members and tbe officers to whom the 
matter.bad been referred for investigation. 


Borough Attorney McPherson submit- 


ted the form of an ordinance which had 
been formulated, authorizing tbe issue of 
bonds and providing for their redemption. 
The amount of nine thousand dollars was 
fixed by Council as the proper figure to 
provide for all outstanding indebtedness, 
ncluding the estimated deficit at the 
end of tbe current year, and alao the out- 
standing bonds then exiuting. By com- 
3ining all the indebtedness in this bond 
issue it waa thought tbe interest rate could 
x materially decreaatd, and tbe finances 
be put on a more businesslike basis. It 
was alao thought that the loan could be 
loated at three and one-half per cent, in- 
terest, being free from taxes and the secur- 
ity being unquestioned.

ENVIRONS OF THE FARMER 


SHOULD BE CHANGED. 


A Paper Read by Dr. C. E. Golds- 


borough at the Farmers' 


Institute lu Tins 


Place, I^ast 


"Week. 


Perhaps it would be better to say, The 


environments of the, farmer should be im- 
proved, for the reason they are always 
changing, have been and forever will con- 
tinue to do so, for better or for worse. 


A recent magazine writer says : "The 


productive fields and the men who till 
them are the nation-makers. The man 
•with the plow is the peaceful builder of 
republics. The man with the gun can 
produce nothing bat war and woe and 
want." 


As a stream cannot be purer than its 


source, neither can a nation be better 
than its makers. It, therefore, behooves 
a government to look carefully to the 
•welfare of the class that constitute and 
form, so great a factor of the body politic. 


In my discussion of this subject, I will 


divide farm Use into three classes, or 
systems—the planter, landlord and farmer 
proper. 


The plantation system was very preva- 


lent in our early history and in the South 
attained its most perfect growth prior to 
the civil war. 
The "father of hie coun- 


try" was a very fair type of the planter 
that prevailed extensively i n c u r South- 
ern States under the system of slave labor 
nnlil slavery was abolished ; because it 
•was incompatible with a republican Form 
of government, such as we aim to main- 
tain. 


Under it the income of a planter en- 


abled him to send his children to the beat 
schools in the world, his family to the 
fashionable watering places and the races*, 
while an overseer conducted his affairs at 
home and worked his negroes and his 
mules in raising cotton and sugar cane. 


The planter was a lawyer, a doctor, a 


judge, or anything else, but always a poli- 
tician who made the laws and administer- 
ed the government with as little regard 
for equity and the rights of others, as the 
political leaders who dominate our pol- 
itics and serve the trusts ami combinations 
of our own day. 
The educated feu- ruled 


the masses and a perpetu il struggle was 
kept up between the illiterate poor whites 
and negroes for social supiemacy. It was 
an ideal life for the planter, but how was 
it with the masses? "The mail with the 
hoe?" In the northern States slavery wab 
early in our nation's history abolished 
and the plantation system ceased, and the 
farmer as a real abstract development ap- 
peared. He and the mechanic, both of 
whom were denied social and political 
equality under the plantation syatem ot 
the South, became potential factors in the 
formation and administi-ation of the gov- 
ernment. The lack of transportation and 
easy communication, however, still left 
communities isolated and the landowner 
remained the dominant clasb and con- 
trolled his hired help. Wages were Ion 
and laborers were more or less dependent 
and subservient to their employers, and 
the "good old times" you hear so much 
about, went merrily on until railroads 
and the public schools biought a change. 


The weekly newspapers, then only sub- 


scribed for by the well-to-do landoucei 
and professional data in the villages, and 
distributed second and third hnnded to 
others, was followed by the penny daily 
lor all, and, with knowledge came man- 
hood, independence and aspirations for 
many never dreamed of before. 


The development of manufacturing in- 


dustries offered the poor of the farming 
disuicta more profitable employment with 
less hours of labor, and many left the 
fields for the factories and a wider sphere 
of life in the towns and large cities, and 
the outlook for the farmer became dib- 
couiaging until the civil war bionght 
higher prices for the produce of the farm, 
and, although his boys left him to join 
the army, or to go into the professions, 
the advent of improved machinery en- 
abled him to get along with less help on 
the farm and he still prospered. 


Then came the development of the 


great tracts of the fertile West, which fol- 
lowed peace, and, with low freight, again 
brought low prices. The vast accumula- 
tion of capital during the war entered 
into the struggle for power and eventual!} 
obtained control of the machinery ol gov- 
ernment also combined to destroy the 
profits of his calling. Ilia laiid shrank to 
one-half, or less its former value, while 
the appraisement for purposes of taxation 
remained the same his taxes increased be- 
yond all proportion to those imposed 
upon other property, and theie remained 
no inducement for him to continue upon 
the farm. If his indebtedness did not 
bring about foreclosure and a forced stile, 
he rented his farm to some one more un- 
fortunate than himself and became n 
landlord. The farming class now pie- 
aented the pitiable spectacle of a great 
giaut, bound hand and foot by the thongs 
of monopoly—a helpless victim of insa- 
tiate greed and man's inhumanity to 
man. 


Owing to the rapid growth of the towns 


and cities, whose interests in the farmer 
does not extend beyond obtaining cheap 
farm products, he has been deprived of 
effective representation in the legislative 
halls that frame the laws that govern 
him. 
He is compelled to buy everything 


he needs at a price Ilxed by a trust.. He 
is compelled tn sell everything be raises 
at a price regulated by a combination of 
speculators in produce; and, when he 
complains is told there can be no law 
framed to protect him. 
Booms may 


come and go for everybody, but theie is 
noti^ -or the farmer, and his produce sells: 
at a minimum price all the time, unless a 
famine prevails and then he will have 
nothing to sell and will suffer with the 
reet. The wire to make nis fence will 
colt him to-day three times as much as 
three years ago and everything else in 
proportion, as a result of the good times

He is caricatured in the funny pape 


as a lean, dyspeptic, lanteri.-jawed, boi 
legged, prematurely old man like JTathi 
Time, with a plug of tobacco in his han 
instead of an hour glass and an ancier 
cotton umbrella under his arm, wearing 
pair of pants six inches too short and b 
scanty locks twelve inches too long, un 
der his grandfather's plug hat. 
All car 


catures are exagerations, but there 
ways a foundation of truth in them 
When the bright young boy on the farn 
sees these pictorial representations of h 
ancestral occupation, he makes up h 
mind that he will not follow a callin 
where he will be compelled to labor si> 
teen hours a day and live on a diet of a 
most constant sameness; be imposed upo 
by the State ; isolated from recreatioi 
and comforts such ae towns and citie 
afford, and be robbed and cheated by a 
with whom he comes in contact with on 
the hope to sustain him that if he liv« 
patiently through it all, some time 1 
will receive his reward in the sweet bj 
and-by after death, leaving the lawye 
the doctor and the undertaker, hii 
aiduary legatees and his family, often ur 
educated and penniless, to fight life's ba 
tie unaided by a single friend. 


I do not make these remarks disrc 


spectfully, but to call attention to a con 
dition and not a theory that exists and 
becoming more prevalent throughout th 
land; hoping there may be found 
means of correcting abuses and elevate a 
honorable calling upon which so muc 
dependp to the dignity-and importance 
deserves and is entitled, not alone for th 
farmer's sake, but in the interest of r 
publican government, as the stream ca 
be no better than its source neither can 
government be any better than the p& 
pie. 


If a change for the improvement in th 


environments of the farmer and thos 
who constitute our agricultural peopl 
does not come, the inevitable result rniif- 
be a wealthy landlord system, such a 
prevails in all monarchical countne 
where the classes rule the masses, and 
still lower level for those who by thei 
own labor cultivate their fields and a re 
versal of the familiar maxim that "thop 
who by the plow would thrive, hiuipe! 
must either hold or drive.1 


I believe the condition 01 the farme 


can only be improved by according him 
the rights and considerations accortlei 
to others. If he is to be i egarded an 
child, with only a child's mind and lea 
soning power, lacking in all the embei 
ishments that go to make up "aociet; 
folks," then it is criminally unjust i 
heap upon and crush this child with 
giant's load of the burden of governtnenl 
He is entitled to as fair and just an ap 
praisement of his property at a cash valu 
ation, and the same rate of taxation afte 
deducting 
all 
recorded 
indebtedm-s 


against him, as is levied against th 
mortgagee and owner of personal prop 
erty, who pays tax only upon what h 
owns unincumbered and yields him an 
iccnme. 


The farmer is entitled to and shoul< 


have the advantage of as high a standard 
of education for his children, born amids 
the surroundings of the farm, as is ac 
corded children reared in the more pros 
perous town, without endangering hi 
fondness and respect for agricultural pur 
suits. 


He should have good roads made anc 


maintained with state and county aid to 
the benefit of the general public ; anc 
last, but not least for the farmer, he 
should exercise judgment and independ' 
ence in the use of the elective franchise 
and aid in suppressing party jobbery anc 
official corruption that polutes the social 
fabric and endangers the very existence 
of popular representative government; 
for, as the apple commences to decay al 
the core, ao a nation's degeneracy com- 
mences with the people who constitute 
the core of the nation and its primary 
source of prosperity. 


But lest you may think I have taken a 


pessimistic yiew of the present condition 
of the farmer, I wish to say something on 
the other and brighter side of the subject. 
All the world, and that includes the 
farmer, is vastly better off to-day than 
were our fathers fifty years ago. Th 
people as a result of our public school sys- 
tem, rapid communication and easy trans- 
portation are more intelligent and pros- 
perous. They enjoy more material and 
social advantages than did our forefath- 
ers. 
Many cruel and oppressive laws 


have been abolished. Fifty years ago 
flogging in the army, navy aud merchant 
marine for trifling offences was a common 
occurrence and the unfortunate debtor 
was cast into prison at the mercy of the 
creditor. People now practice a more 
humane religion in which thegolden rule, 
"Do unto others as you wpuld have oth- 
ers do unto you," is more in evidence, 
bot the world is still a long way from the 
millenium. There is however, more tol- 
lerance for differences of opinion and less 
fanaticism and bigotry than existed in 
"ye olden time." 


The only pertinent question then arises, 


has the farmer kept pace with his neigh- 
bor of other occupations in the race for 
advancement? I hardly think he has, as 
a clase. The stride has been too rapid for 
his easy, happy-go-lucky conservative 
habits, inherited from generations of an- 
cestors and which he is slow to abandon. 
In many sections he still consults the 
signs ot tbe Zodiac in planning his work 
and clings to a belief in witchcraft and 
other superstitious ideas that belong to a 
past and leas enlightened age. 


Only in recent years has there been any 


attempt to establish a trun science of ag- 
riculture and there are many of our farm- 
ers to-day, who ridicule and scoff at the 
idea of "book farming" and are slow to 
embrace the advantages and useful advice 
that scientific research affords and is so 
freely distributed through the agricultural 
bureaus of the State and National Govern- 
ments, some of which is perhaps, under
